Detaiis of the proposed contract 
between the Ministry of Industry 
and German interests for the con 
struction of the Government Iron 
and Steel Works were disclosed by.

Nov. 4. 
‘The weighty speeches in the 
House of Lords on Wednesday 
‘were instinct with solicitude for 
the League and the practical 
ideals for which it stands. They, 
appreciated the development of 
a crisis in the League's history. 
The further postponement of 
the Council meeting for the dis- 
cussion. at Geneva of the Lytton 
Report is made with Japan and 
China consenting. This wise 
course recognises the danger of 
precipitate approach to one of 
‘the major issues which raise the 
question of the future of the 
League as a vital factor in world 
politics. Calm consideration of 
‘the achievements of the League 
‘will not endorse the view that it 
has contributed little to inter- 
national progress. On the con- 
trary there is a mass of evidence 
to justify faith in the League. 
‘The weaknesses, of which notice 
must be more seriously taken 
the near filture, do not detra: 
from the merit of the Leagu: 
an undoubted brake on warlike 
ambitions. It may not hi 
applied: so strict a check as its 
promoters intended. Tt has, 
ever, imposed the responsibility 
of discussion and the search for 
‘compromise. To-day it stands, 
in a bitterly disillusioned world, 
‘as the one hope for solution of 
ternational problems on a 
peaceful basis. Underminement 
‘of its power has been due to 
neglect of the implications of its 
position. While its conception 
really involved the creation of 
a king of super-state dominating 
purely national policies, its 
promoters, by a succession of 
negations, weakened its inter- 
national ‘status. The League 
cannot in itself be stronger than 
its membership. Ke 
are not those of-a separate entity 












































but the mitakes of each in- 
dividual momber, aggravated 
perhaps by the attitude of non-

with it. Its successes have been 
those of an international body, 
working out national progress 
on lines conformable with the 
principles of the Covenant, Its 
financial policy has had a 
serious setback in the default on 
the loans issued under its 
auspices.

What will the failure of the 
League mean? At the worst it 
will throw the nations dnee 
more into the maelstrom of a 
struggle for existence, the only 
loutcome of which is war.

the best it will develop anew 
{those special alliances by which 
armed diplomacy will endeavour 
to keep the peace and, if his- 
{tory is any guide, will eventually, 
be so strained’ in the effort! 
that war comes round in the 
vicious circle as the only relief. 
The hesitancy of the League 
in handling one of the major! 
problems of the last year- ha: 
been much criticised, Its des 
Perate resort to the Lytton 
Commission to extricate it from 
its earlier reliance on an ez 
cathedra dictum on the Man- 
churian crisis was dictated by: 
realisation of the inapplicabilit; 
lof the sanctions with which it 
had provided itself. As they 
‘originally stood those sanctio 
seemed to be conclusive. But it 
was forgotten that the League 
had been weakened by a series 
lof actions which, however justi- 
fiable in the eyes of their au- 
thors, constituted the basis of a 
progressive attack on the Cov- 
fenant. First. there came the 

drawal of the United States 

of America, next the refusal of 
the United’ States of America 
Jand Great Britain to enter into 
formal guaraniees of French 
security. Other instruments of 
co-operative defence were reject-| 
ed. Locarno represented the 
first definite success in regain- 
ing ground. The Kellogg Pact 
might have reinforeed that! 
counter-attack but its deliberate 
avoidance of obligations made it| 
more decorative than practi 
This undoubtedly influenced th 
League in its wise recognition of 
the impossibility of applying 
sanctions when Japan was cited 
as an alleged breaker of the 
Pact. Lacking co-operative 
guidance the Great Powers 
within the League fell back’ 
naturally on national considera- 
ns for the formulation of 
their policy in the Far East. 
They | played a waiting game. 
‘The formation of the Lytton 
Commission gave them breath- 
ing space. In the meantime the 
prestige of the League suffered: 
markedly. In a sense an ev 
more critical situation _aroi 
over the sudden ermergence of. 
Germany"s claim to equality of 
ilitary status. In _ principle 
‘that claim can hardly be denied, 
‘any more than the contention 
that the failure Of the European 
Powers to disarm has been due, 
less to aggressive ambitions 
than to a sheer sense of insecui 












































ily. This does not decrease the 


perplexities of the League. 
emphasises the plain fact 11 
the three problems of the Far 
Eastern crisis, German re-arm: 
ment and Loan Defaults, bring 
‘upon the League what may well 
be a supreme test of its vitality. 

Its survival of the test will 
depend in the main on the 
ability of the nations to act on

how sensible Sir John Simon is 
of the importance of the League 
to the general solution of 
international affairs. As the 
Government spokesman, 
Hailsham could not be more ex- 
plicit without exposing Sir John 
to the very danger against Lord 
Lytton entered a warning—com- 
mittal in advance to a particular 
point of view. The League 
therefore should have its chance 
and, within the framework of 
‘the Lytton findings, there is 
ample scope for a’ statesman- 
like and acceptable decision. 
Unfortunately, ardent suppor. 
ters of the League have allow- 
ed their enthusiasm to carry 
them too-blithely in the clouds 
of disregard of realities. Mean- 
hil: the realities have been 
gathering strength and it is 
doubtful whether they can much 
longer be ignored. It is far 
easier to find excuses for in- 
dividual nations than to pre- 
scribe remedial action. It is far 
easier to throw the blame for 
events on the collective mass of 
the League than to point the way 
to its assumption of that inter- 
national influence which alone 
can make the principles of the 
Covenant effective. Taking, for 
‘example, the position of | the 
United States of America, it is 
difficult to believe that, which- 
ever way the impending’ election 
goes, that country will enter the 
fold'at Geneva, Certainly the 
withdrawal of America from the 
Covenant which Her accredited 
representative did so much to 
bring into existence, has con- 
tributed greatly to the weakness 
of the League. Now that those 


























weaknesses have come to the 
fore so unmistakably, it is 
asking a good deal to expect an 
outsider to risk the consequens 

of association directly with 
what may be _irretrievable 


failure, Yet, of course, by her 
participation’ in the’ World 
Economie Conference, America 
accepts commitments which can 
be more readily fulfilled if he 
status within the League wer 
secured; She is vitally con- 
cerned with the solution of the 
Disarmament Problem, of the 
Manchurian crisis and of the 
Loan Default—in greater or les 
degree. Her policies on those 
prime wvitably 
lose force so long as she stands 
outside the Geneva Council cham. 
ber. But the League, if facts ar 
to be looked in the face, will 
have to seek salvation without its 
chief foster-parent. The task is 
not impossible. It is never- 
theless supremely difficult, For- 
tunately equipment exists to 
fortify the efforts of the member 
nations. The Bank of Interna- 
tional Settlements should not 
find the handling of the Loans 
beyond its resources. “The 
Lytton Report has definitely 
shown the way to gradual and 
sympathetic handling of the 
Manchurian issue. The recent 
declarations by ‘the British, 
Italian and French Governments 
hold out promise of an honowr- 
‘able compromise on Germany's 
equality claim, Nothing can be 
settled out of hand. Speed is a 
vital factor but it ean be intro: 
duced more laying down 
general principles for pro- 
gressive adoption than by at- 
tempting to effect a tour de force, 
which quite conceivably might 
‘wreek the League beyond repair.

ment’s desire to tind a united 
policy at Geneva fully showed 
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whom is that great Liberal 
organ, the “Manchester Guar- 
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dian,” are dissatisfied with that 
attitude, “According to, informa- 
tion available from the Havas 
‘Agency, that journal accuses Sir 
John of having, by a lack of 
energy, prevented . 
“the success of the initiatives 
taken or supported by the United 
States in connection with the Far 
Eastern conflict” 
Anxiety for the future of the 
League is the excuse for this 
impatience. That anxiety sober 
‘opinion will share. It seems, on 
tthe face of it, unreasonable to 
detect in Great Britain's alleged 
reluctance to act ahead of the 
League, in concert with a non- 
‘Member, a lack of regard for the 
League's authority. With re- 
sognition of the obligations of 
Leage membership formal com- 
mitment to extra-League declara- 
tions of policy is totally. in- 
. consistent. Nothing could be 
‘etter calculated irretrievably to 
damage the League's pres 
than an attempt by Great Britain 
to deal with the present crisis 
‘by way of exclusive formulation 
‘of an Anglo-American solution.

In 
justice to the League, to the 
Lytton Commission and to the 
‘two principals in the dispute, 
Great Britain has to go to 
Geneva with the freedom to ex- 
ploit all the possibilities of 
negotiation and compromise. 
‘Those who have studied the 
polities! career of Sir John 
imon will realise that he has an 
uncanny knack of detecting the 
weakness in a line of action 
which, however plausibly just 
fied by moral argument, is likely 
to be upset by the mere opera- 
tion of juridical considerations. 
He showed this preminently in 
his historic exposure of the 
fallacies underlying condonation 
of the General Strike of 1926. 
splayed it again in his 
adherence to recognisable 
and ascertainable facts when 
reporting to Parliament on the 
manner of the constitutional 
advance to be made in India. 
‘He has been already vindicated, 
in spite “of the “Manchester 
Guardian's” criticism, by the 
fact that accepted proposals in 
the still incomplete Indian pro- 
gramme follow his Report. In 
America considerable pains have 
been taken of late to dissipate 
the fantastic notion that war| 
with Japan is probable. The

that view. Yet interpretations 
placed by the “Manchester 
Guardian” school of thought on 
some declarations of Colonel 
Stimson could readily be 
stretched to cover the contention 
that the “firm stand” advocated 
implied the contemplation of 
war in certain eventualities. It 
is because the League sets its 
face against the armed argu- 
ment and because Great Britain, 
no less than America, is con- 
vineed that forcible imposition 
on Japan of any particular line 
of conduct is incompatible with 
4 practical solution of the 
present crisis, that British 
diplomacy is disinclined 
proceed beyond the scope of 
persuasion and sympathetic 
adjuration to compromise. No 
useful purpose is served by ex- 
ploving the possibilities of bend- 
ing Japan to a given line of 
action, except by the process of 
willing cooperation between her 
and China. . It is sufficient how- 
ever to remark that, giving 
pacifist fire-eaters their head, 
China would be the last country 
to profit from the resultant 
catastrophe. The peace of the 
Far st would be wrecked 
beyond repair. Those considera- 











tions were actively in the mind 
of the Lytton Commission. 

do not in the slightest degree 
detract from the force of the 
argument—again weightily ex- 
pounded by Lord Lytton himself 
and Lord Lothian—that further 
drifting must be avoided. 

For the sake of its own 
stability and of the world-peace 
for which it stands, it is to be 
hoped that ague will 
approach the Lytton Report in 
the spirit of that document. The 
League has learnt—and acted, 
according to its lights, on the 
lesson—that the comity of its 
members cannot be assured by 
placing @ colleague in the dock 
or in a position of inferiority. 
To that strengthening of the 
League's prestige Germany has 
ably and, with considerable 
dignity, contributed. The “Man- 
chester Guardian” is contemp- 
tuous of the dignity of what it is 
pleased to term an “aggressive 
power.” Defence of the bottom 
dog is ludicrously distorted by 
such a differentiation. How 
would aggression be defined? It 
is easy to argue that no aggres- 
‘sion can be so stubborn as that 
which exploits. the irrespon- 
sibility of weakness and the 
magnanimity of strength. Ex- 
amples can be found to-day by 
‘an intelligent survey of the 
world from China to Peru. 
Nothing could’ be more di 
trous than a cleavage of 
relations between Great Britain 
and America. The honourable 
cooperation "now — subsisting 
would, however, be a thing of 
naught, were it to depend on 
slavish’ acquiescence by the one 
or the other in the leadership of 
its partner, United action and 
not leadership,. as Lord Hail 
ham put it, is the key to the 
spirit in which Sir John Simon 
will go to Geneva. ‘It must be 
suspected that the Government 
of the United States of America 
does not place upon its own 
declarations the extravagant 
values now being cited by critics 
of Great Britain. At this stage 
it were improper to discuss in 
detail the considerations which 
may guide the Council at 
Geneva. The Lytton Report 
stated them in masterly fashion 
and without proceeding to the 
dangerous and sterile formula 
of rebuke. It has kept in mind 
the chief requirement of arbitra- 
tion by consent; an ability to 


















































hold ‘the scales even. This 
clears the way for both prin 
cipals to the rapprochement 


which it is the duty: and will, it 
is hoped, be the triumph of the 
League ‘to facilitate. Those 
who would advance to what 
they imagine is the logical con- 
clusion of international agree- 
ments, have need to consider 
how far those agreements have 
been provided with the strength 
necessary to maintain the logic 
invoked. There can be no dis- 
agreement on the gravity of 
inaction. ‘The bid for ascendancy 
by disintegrating influences in 
China, ‘and the increasing com- 
plexity of the task which Japan 
essayed in Manchuria must 
inspire resistance to continuance 
of a policy of drift. The 
League's object therefore should 
be to ensure that united front in 
whieh both Ching and Japan ean 
be associated. To that end the 
Lytton Report affords an illu- 
minating guide. ‘The nations 
must keep in step. rather than 
rely on individual initiative.

The World Economie Con- 
ference is said to be in danger 
of postponement. The danger 
perhaps lies in its not being 
postponed.

When New York can talk 
to Sydney just as easily 
Moscow can tell the world what 
it does not want the world to 
know, when the aeroplane 
girdles the earth more quickly 
that Puck, should not laughter 
triumph over all the forebodings 
of bankers, finance ministers, 
warmongers and pacificists? 
Mankind may be terribly stub- 
born about ‘currency and arma- 
ments. It possesses to-day a 
far greater capacity for loving- 
kindness and charity than ever 
in its history. Revolutionaries 
may still cling to the old 
fashioned bomb and _ revolve 
Gangsters may still believe in 
the | picturesqueness of the 
machine-gun. In them serious- 
ness meets its great defeat for 
in them it js caricatured with all 
the impish playfulness of a 
Sapajou. Tolerance is anathema 
to the exploiter of tragedy, That 
is exactly why tolerance is so 

igorously canvassed to-day. It 
has its inspiration in a sense of 
humour which views the suffer- 
ings of humanity with clear-eyed 
sympathy but turns a cold dis- 
approving face to the solemn 
dogmas with their ponderous 
solutions, empirical as any such 












































offspring’ must be. The cold 
disapproval itself masks an 
irrepressible smile. “Te mori- 
turi salutamus” suy the peoples 





to the portentous oracle of woe 
and then proceed gaily to prove 
that, by life they are jesting at 
death. Mobilising all the elves 
in the fairyland of humour, they 
compass a huge volume of 
homeric laughter, pour it out on 
the waves over the friendly air 
and drive the battalions of 
melancholy into headlong defeat 
and discomfiture.

Farce, no less than tragedy, 
can teach.

lightly dealing with the sociai 
sorrows of young women—and by 
the natural development of the 
argument young men—in For- 
eign Shanghai, has obviously 








challenged the complacence of 
the community. As will be 
seen to-day it has drawn, on 





one aspect of its bewilderingly 
erratic course, a thoughtful con- 
tribution from an organisation 
which, at the present time 
especially, is heavily charged 
with the responsibilities for 
women's welfare. It is easy to 
take the lofty line that if a 
young woman or young man 
cannot find a niche in social 
Shanghai, in whatever stratum 
the fault’ is exclusively hers or 
his. Yet societies, clubs and 
institutions are formed with the 
object of assuming some kind of 
responsibility in that regard. If 
some of the letters, in their less 
farcical vein, are to be taken as 














reflecting a genuine feeling, 
there is need either for supple- 
mentary effort or for revision of 
the policies now afoot among 
existing organisations. The 
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problem “is not new. This’ 
Journal, as a letter to-day recalls, 
in 1924 published correspondence 
which ran on very similar lines. 
Nearly sixty years ago the 
merits of Shanghai's social 
system were thus acclaimed by a 
competent observer:

Yet, without denying 
the existence of many evils call- 
ing for amendment, it is possible 
to discern in the frank seareh by 
young Shanghai for life and 
laughter a healthy wisdom for 
which harmless frivolity, not 
devoid of artistic appeal, 
pleasantly provides. And may 
Shanghai long continue to avoid 
a fanaticism which would seek, 
by multiplied restriction, to 
make war on this frankness, to, 
the inevitable encouragement of” 
furtive licentiousness, 

‘There are many institutions 
which seck to fulfil the functions 
of social union here. Some dis: 
charge their tasks with greater 
or less success. Some manage 
to hit the happy mean between 
rigid convention and careless 
laxity. Others, judging from 
the “correspondence published, 
do not. Bconomic considera: 
tions must sorely cramp. the 
efforts of many of the younger 
members of the community who, 
working hard in the day. tim 
desire to find an outlet for th 
social instincts which are essen- 
tial to mental and physical well- 














being. That ix why the often 
despised cabaret, for all ita 
dominant, commercial _ingpir 


tion, performs a really valuable 
social service. But the risks of 
lying too greatly on the pro- 
fessional dispenser of recreation 
are recognised.

Men of 
one profession, he pointed out, 
could find a true bond in that 
profession and its problems.

Sane way social isolation can be 
attacked by cooperative creation 
of a common interest in current 
affairs. ‘That is clearly in the 
mind of the young woman who 








suggests a “Discussion Club.” 
Whether that is feasible ig 
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angther matter. It is no untried 
wWéapon of attack on loneliness. 
In the main this problem can 
iardly be solved by public pre- 
scription, This journal, for all 
its more than sixty years of ser- 
vice, would be unpardonably 
Yash to defy the angels and rush 
in upon such an enterprise, It 
may, with all the diffidence of an 
abserver claiming purely human 
fallibility, indicate the diffieul- 
ties which are. experienced by 
the younger generation here. 
Sometimes it seems that the 
social organisation of Foreign 
Shanghai splits too severely the 
functions of those who direct 
and those who are intended to 
enjoy. Committees are com- 
posed of well-meaning folk who 
inevitably are ordaining what 
they believe to be “good for the 
children.” And the children, 
uncomplaining but unconvinced, 
placidly proceed to combine 
respectful tolerance with total 
neglect of the opportunities thus 
given, Parenthood nowadays 
has become a very different and 
fay more joyous state than it 
was not 80 long ago. The parent 
is no longer the grim dictator, 
debarred by a conventional 
dignity from descent to the chil: 
dren's plane. He or she. is 
privileged to come up to that 
plane, to exercise the gift of ex- 
Rerlence in a spirit of comrade- 
ship which makes parenthood so 
diverting an adventure in itself. 
It is often objected, and with 
reason, that public-spirited men 
and women are saddled with 
excessive cares. Appointment 
or election to one social com- 
mittee invariably means a rapid 
absorption by several others. A 
professional company director 
may well stand amazed at the 
plurality of some social workers’ 
committee obligations. ‘The 
answer may be that there is a 
shortage of personnel and so the 
changes have to be rung on an 
all too limited group. But 
not there a possibility of extend 
ing the field of selection by 
including the young men and 
young women ‘for whom the 
labour is endured? Father con- 
fessors, to whom, In moments of 
mild despair, the rank and file 
of Foreign Shanghai give con- 
fidences, will probably agree 
that much suspicion, much dif- 
fidence and much’ misunde 
standing acerue from the beliei 
that the handling of 
chinery of social organisati 
here {8 rigidly assigned to some 
vague oligarchy the penetration 
of whose ranks is a feat in- 
credible. In point of fact that 
belief is insecurely founded but 
its existence is a portent of 
which there can be rio doubt. 
‘The young Foreigne 
here from a condition of enjo; 
ing many friendships at Homi 
ig plunged, at a critical stage in 
life, into. strange surroundings 
where bearings are elusive. A 
new cirele of friends has to be 
formed. Help, even in so hos- 
pitable and catholic-minded & 
‘community, can be given in only 
a limited degree. On the new- 
comer the chief initiative rests. 
Existing institutions may hi 
their defects but they

by the process of discerning 
selection, after appropriate 
tests have been applied.

To those ports the wel- 
fare “of merchant seamen is 
regarded as a prime responsi- 
ity. So spacious hails, well- 
thought out programmes and 
personal jnterest are features 
of the welcome which the 
seaman, from liner or tramp, is 
fable to’ command there. Shang- 
hai has an institution which 
provides a setting for the 
Missions to Seamen. Tt gallantly 
does its job, It is handicapped 
in lots of ways. “Its premises 
are restricted and out of date. 
‘The management does its best, 
and a very good best it is, but 
it will be the first to admit’ that 
‘the need for bigger resources 
insistent. Chiefly, too, is there 
call for systematic personal 
interest in the men who should 
bbe clients of the institution and 
find in it, not a mere temporary 
shelter but a place where the 
loneliness of life on the sea can 
be for the moment forgotten, 
where absent families can 
recalled or the lack of home-ties 
softened, by a social intercourse 
which is'based on other than the 
trained but perfunctory hilarity 
lof the professional entertainer. 
A letter published  elsewhe 
to-day shows how Shanghai's 
womenkind can, with pleasure 
and profit to themselves, help to 
lighten the sojourn of the mei 
chant seaman in port. So much 
and rightly—for the 
lor, soldier and airman here 
that ‘confidently the Harbour 
Lights Guild can rely on the 
me spirit to repair a neglect 
which does small credit to. 
Shanghai. There is more reason 
for the effort in that the mer- 
chant seaman does not belong 
to a big company of men, He has 
not his Navy or his Army to

A Trip to the Monastery of 
Ko Shah 


From A, Connusroxoaxt 


Foschow, Oct. 27, 
A few days ago we took our lunch 
in a hamper.and started off for the 
monastery of Ku Shan in the hills 
not far from Foochow. ‘The first 
stage was made in a cacy a matter 
of twenty minutes or so; ‘Then we 
spent a quarter of an hour bargain- 
ing for chairs in whieh to make the 
ascent, ‘The chair bearers ave net 
ly all’ women, strong, buxom, and 
flexible tonguied members of the 
weaker sex who wear their trousers 
rolled up to the thigh for covenience 
in climbing, but Keep the old tvadi= 











tion of three double silver daggers 
in their hair, At last we came to 
un agreement and started off. 








a matter of fact, we walked mi 
all the time, a climb of an hour 
half, up’ and ‘up the old stone 
steps that have marked the way for 
hundreds of years, stopping at the 
Uhveo or, four et ‘houses for 8 
glimpse below across the flelds to 
the city and the island of Nantai, 
‘and the, river erowded with junks 
coming in with tide and wind. 

‘The monastery itself is set in the 
most lovely of surroundings: here 
a bamboo grove, there a forest of 
evergreens} rocky paths wind up 
and down, and the pools are peopled 
by great ‘carp which come greedily 
to eat the cakes one buys for a 
few coppers near the temple. ‘The 
old, buildings axe picturesque and 
truly Chinese; unfortunately of late 
years one of two. glaringly ugly 
uest houses have been put up by 
evoteos, and these are in the most 
conspiewous places possible. One 
hopes that in time iwy may cover 
the walls, or perhaps an early 
senility overtake them, The general 
impression, none the jess, is one of

The place, as monastery site, is, 
80 they tell us, fourteen hundred 
years old, and one wonders about 
All those who have made pilgrimage 
there in the past, and those who 
have lived and meditated within ite 
precints, now richly support- 
fed by devoted Buddhists not only 
in China, but in the islands of the 
south seas, ‘Singapore, and even 
forther places, so that it has a neat 
‘and prosperous air. ‘The walls are 
well built up, the paths swept tidily 
There are gardens for. the raising 
lof veyetables above the main court= 
yard, and terraced paddies for rice, 
The great kitchens ave amazing, and 
ind one of the old flagged 
Kitchens of the mediaeval monaster- 
fes of Europe. There are huge wood 
tables for the preparation of the 
food, pots of water for washing, and 
niost of all the enormous cauldvons 
of iron for cooking, each one Inrge 
engugh to hold, were the diet not 
strictly vegetarian, a whole ox at 
the very least. The dining hall is 
likewise stone paved, and furnished 
with long. narrow. scrubbed wood 
benches, each monk's 
place set out with three bowls and 
a pair of chopsticks, with @ central 
high seat for the presiding priest. 
‘The larger temples are arranged 
for the accommodation of many 
ppers, with the iiaages and ac- 
‘ies of worship all freshly gild- 
ed and lacquered, giving one a sense 
of constant present use unlike t 
unkept atmosphere of many 
Chinese temples. And then there 
are numbers of tiny. shrines 
temples built all about in the grov 
and ss.

Nine more alleged _ Communists 
were handed over on Nov. 5 by the 
Settlement court to the Chinese au- 
thorities six of these being extradit- 
ed to the Shanghai and Woosung 
Gendarmerie Commissioner's " office 
and the other three, two of whom 
were girls, to the Shanghai Public 
Safety Bureau 
‘The alleged Reds now in the cus- 
tody of the Lunghua military au- 
thorities were arrested at 627 Teh 
Ching Lee Alleyway, off Moulmein 
Road, the headquarters of Com- 
monists in the western district. A 
search of the premises resulted in 
the seizure of many imporant docu- 
ments, including several copies of 
telegrams received by. local 
‘munists from the Red Armies opers 
ting in Kiangs! Province. 
representative of the Lunghua 
military authorities, asking for the 
Prisoners’ extradition, stated that 
Chang Chia-ping, one of the prison- 
ers, was in charge of the headquart- 
‘ers where the “Red Flag,” the well- 
Tmown radical paper, wax printed 
Jand distributed regulatty. Two other 
‘arrests had been made in Chinese 
territory, the officer told the Court. 
‘Vigilance on the part of a female 
detective sent from Nanking was 
responsible for the apprehension of

The female detective from 
Nanking, who was a witness in

RUSSIAN MONEY 
SEIZED 


75,000 Gold Roubles from 
Vladivostok Found 


Packed in 80 parcels, Russian 
‘vank notes amounting to 74600 
old roubles have just been brought 
town to Shanghai trom Vladivostok 
by two Chinese of the labourer type; 
Suspicion concerning the source ot 
the money and its tse here having 
been arcused, the Bureau of Publie 
Safety has. Yetained the two, Li 
Shunctai and Wong Yu-foh, for in- 
vestigation, 

Discovery of the parcels of bank 
noten was made on a heavy lighter 
fn the Whangpoo at the Lobiatsa 
section, Pootung, by the Nantao 
iver police late on Oct. 31. Li and 
Wong’ were questioned, bit failed 
to ive a satisfactory’ reply con- 
certing the parcels.” "The next 
afternoon they were excorted to the 
Publie Safety Bureau by the river 
police for further investigation. 

Interviewed by a representative of, 
the. ““North-China "Daily News” 
on Nov. 2, a responsible offcial of 
the Bureau! said that the investiga- 
tion was being continued. "The 
Police had strong suspicions con 
cerning the source of the money, but 
fo evidence has been discovered to 
support the theory that the sum was 
festined fer the Communists. 

Li Shun-tsai, a native of Shan- 
tang, teid the’ police that he had 
‘een ‘employed as a whart coolie in 
Viadivostok for two years before he 
sailed for Shanghai. On the boat. 
hho met the second suspect, Wonk 
Yu-foh also a Shantungete, and 
from conversations, he learned, that 
Wong. had. been’ entrusted by "a 
Chinese accountant ina certain frm 
swith a large amount of gold roubles 
to be exchanged for Chinese cur 
rency in Shanghai. 

‘The second suspect, however, told 
fa different story, saying the money 
hd been entrusted to both of them 
by an accountant named Yu. Asked 
as to the address of the accountant, 
ite said Yu had been detained by 
the "Viedivostak, pole, “With the

French Concession Higures 


Te,the Editor of the 
fotH-Cniwa Daiiy News” 
“Sui,~-The French Munieipal Goun- 
cil, in its last Municipal Bulletin, 
while notifying the closing of the 
cholera season, gives certain figures, 

a atudy of which is interesting. 
‘Through the summer during which 
sholera Was epidemie here, among 8 
Chinese population of about 462,000 
there were 743 cases or a percentage 
of. incidence of say, 0.16%, Among 
the foreign population of about 16,- 
BIO there were 23 cases, or sty a 
percentage of inkidence ‘of 0.14%. 
‘Of the foreign eases. seven died oF 
say 10%—of the Chinese cases 45 
died ov say 6%. This rate of mor- 
tality, is only one-fifth of that 
among the foreigners. Had the Chi- 
nese died at the same rate as the 
foreigners ‘there would have been 
‘about 226 deaths against the 45 that 
aetually perished, 5 
‘The epidemic can hardly be con- 
sidered serious even to forcigners as 
in their ease the deaths during five 
months were only 7 in 16,000—an 
extremely small number. Among the 
Ghinese one in 10,000 died which is 
abwolutely minute considering the

Some food ix 
Poesy. Who cannot look back 
at some time or other and recall 
a wonderful dish the remem- 
brance of which still lingers in 
the palate? Not that one has 
lived to eat, but that the same 
perception which has been 
ought to the consideration of 
& poem has found a lyrie in 
well done porterhouse steak, an 
obiter dictum on a fruity’ old 
cheese. If it comes to personal 
opinions on the subject of eating 
we prefer old Diogenes every 
time, for did he not remark that 
“If you are a rie man you can 
sup whenever you please: and 
if vou are a poor man, whenever 
you can,” though he does also 
make the remark that "It is a 
very useful thing to save a man 
from being too late for his 
supper.” That last statement 
so true, and true in so many 
aspects that it should be 
engraved in letters of gold in 
places where men congregate at 
the hour of the setting sun. It 
might not only get them homie in 
time for supper and the con- 
tontment of their appetites by 
fia dong food, but might also 
































agree them frm the gloomy looks 
Hynd sayings of the wife who has 
ited impatiently the arrival

ine ‘her lord and master. 


But it was not really to dis- 
cuss quotations from old 
philosophers for the purpose of 
getting men home for dinner in 
‘time that this article was com- 
menced. In fact we are com- 
pletely indifferent as to whether 
men get home in time for their 
meals, or whether they ever get 
home ‘at all. That is something 
which rests between themselves, 
their wives and their con: 
sciences. What we are interest- 
ed in at the moment is the num- 
ber of different ways of eating 
the evening meal in Shangh 
Not. those meals kept back 
anxious hostesses whose souls 
writhe with hatred of the 
unpunetual guest who turns up 
with @ nonchalant apology half 
to three quarters of an hoi 
Jate, but those which are obtai 
able in the hundred and one 
clubs, restaurants and cabarets 
with ‘which Shanghai abounds. 
It is doubtful whether a wider 
variety of food can be found 
anywhere else in the world than 
in Shanghai, from the coy little 
escargot, brought all the way 
from France to tickle the palate 
of the epicure, to the tinned 
devil fish, in its own black inky 
fluid, which has to be eaten to 
be Believed. ‘There are dishes 
served in Shanghai the eating of 
which require the highest forms 
of physical and moral courage, 
and tinned squid is one of them. 
A man who can dally gracefully 
with a plateful of the unsightly 
looking mess has Horatius and 
his dauntless companions backed 
completely off the map for sheer 
bravery. We have done it, and 
we know. 
































In most of the hotels and 
more imposing cabarets of 
Shanghai menus follow well de- 
fined lines, and your practiced 


‘eater-out generally knows by the 
day of the week what sort of 
meal he is going to encounter, 
at the most a dull business, 
depriving life of that little spice 
of adventure which is so often 
its sole redeeming quality. Those 
meals are like Shanghai's hors 
oeuvres the apotheosis of 
monotony, and we are not for 
the moment interested in them. 
But in the highways and 
byeways of this city there are 
meals caleulated to attract those 
in search of new sensations. Who 
has not watched with anti- 
cipatory interest the entrance of 
‘4 gentleman in romantic Russian 
garb, carrying a long spit trans- 
fixing pieces of meat which have 
been grilled over a fire? Who 
has not seen him with a sweep 
of his dirk deposit the savouries 
on the plate of the customer 
with the air of benevolent dignity 
thoroughly in keeping with the 
seriousness of the occasion? Or 
stirred the sour cream into that 
olla podrida which travels under 
the name of borstek? Who 

not thrilled before the squirting 
mysteries of the Kievski cutlet, 
4 dish which has to be handled 
with circumspection if the shirt 
front is not going to be com- 
pletely ruined too early in the 
evening for comfort? 
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And, since we must move 
quickly through the culinary 
geography of this variegated 
city, mei san kneels before the 
brazier in which the cooking of 
sukiyaki becomes a rite, a flock of 
dishes make the wielding of the 
chopsticks at a Chinese dinner. 
something to be feared by the 
inexpert, and at all times to be 
dreaded because of the wondrous 
strange messes which come for- 
ward for human consump: 
Spaghetti embarrasses the novi- 
tiate in one house, while a little 
raw herring throws terror into 
the heart of the unaccustomed 
eating only a stone's throw away. 
French cooking vies with that of 
Spafn, Italfan dishes are washed 
down’in floods of the only wines 
that can properly go with them, 
nd ever and anon the connois- 
ur will approach one, moist of 
eye in his enthusiasm, trembling 
of lip with the memory of some 
Lucullan feast, to impart the 
news in a mysterious whisper 
that at such and such a place the 
cheese to be obtained is a dream, 
a fantasy of excellence, like the 
crepes Suzette which’ a well 
known journalist successfully 
Dut on the map once when he was 
passing through Shanghai. In- 
deed, only the other evening, 
when the subject of food displac 
ed the usual after-dinner topics 
3 a matter of discussion, it was 
gested that, if the

But most people who eat out. 
in public never have a chance to 
enjoy their food. The soup is 
served, and while it grows cold, 
the hungry diner is inveigled out 
to.support some fair young thing, 
who is really banting and does 
not mind, through the mazes of 
the modern dance. With the fish, 
the orchestra indulges in a wail- 
ing “blues” and the next course 
becomes a cold and flaccid thing, 
repulsive to the eye while 
ravenous humanity sharpens its 
appetite under the tortures of 
Tantalus. And so it goes on 
from soup to nuts. The fork. is 
poised for a moment in the belief 
that an opportunity has arrived 
for the ingestion of a little food, 
and again one is enticed to the 
floor to assist some charming 
creature slim and exercise at the 
same time. A dinner in a 
cabaret with a party, is not @ 
dinner: it is a refined edition of 
the cruelties of Barmecide and

Alaving recently returned from

Honan on into Shantung, and ended 
in the victory of the’ Southern 
forces and the retirement of Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-hsiang into Shans 
Travelling at that time was difieule 
and not without danger; coolies 
could hardly be obtained: for love 
or nioney, soldiers were everywhere, 
trains were crowded and dirty, and 
gven the Hankow platform ' was 
‘filled’ with weary soldiers snatching 
a few hours rest, 

‘The contrast on this trip was 
remarkable: the Hankow station is 
spic and span ina new coat of 
paint which welcomed the Lytton 
Commission, the express trains 
arrive and depart promptly ard are 
clean and comfortable, while dest 
nation boards in English and Cl 
nese announce the times of depar- 


















































ture at the important junctions

‘Travel within Honan itself has

The principal difficulty 
At present arises from the soft soil 
of Eastern Honan which makes the 
roads either stretches of sand in 
dry weather, or.seas of mud when 
ig rains, But at this time of yeas 
especially, when the weather 
settled the service is very reliable, 
Jand the mail carried saves days in 
transit, “Letters from Kaifeng to 
Siangcheng, for instance, which 
take five to six days by rail and 
road can be delivered in one and 
a half days by motor-bus. 
ide by side with this ‘Nas been 

the development of the Long-Dis- 
tance Telephone Bureau. Spasmodic 
efforts have been made in the 
past to connect nearby cities for 
‘mutual protection from bandits, but 
now that the provincial government 
hhas taken the matter in hand all 
the main centres have been Inter- 
connected. A telephone call from 
Kaifeng to Yencheng, for instance, 
‘ean be put through in a few min: 
utes, the cost being about $1.50 for 
the ‘distance of nearly 150 miles. 

Of economic conditions it is a. 
little difficult to write accurately as 
the effect of the semi-famine eon: 
tion last spring are still being felt to 
some extent. Next season will show 
jwhether the phenomenal drop in 
‘opium growing will continue or 
not, ‘The summer and autumn crops 
hhave been good except for the beans 
which ‘suffered from insect pests, 
Wheat is now being sown, and some 
rain would be very welcome, 

Granted a stable provincial gov- 
jernment the chief problem in ‘this 
part of China may be summed up 
in one, word-—Bandits.” A¥ the time 
of writing every gate of this elty 
is closed although ‘it is market-day 
and guards patrol the walls day and 
night. One group of bandits said to 
be a’ thousand strong have taken 
up. temporary abode less than five 
miles away, and two other bands 
fare Known 'to be in the district.

These 
soldiers are well-behaved and well- 
equipped, and even if they do not 
always win the fight, must be ere- 
‘dited with a considerable measure 
of success. 

One does not hear much of com- 
munist activities these days, though 
‘occasionally trouble is reported from 
trains crossing the hills of the 
Honan-Hupeh border. The two mis- 
sionaries, Messrs. Ferguson and Nel- 
son, are’ still in the hands of the 
Reds and the small amount of nows 
received ig said to be due to the 
tightness “of the cordon drawn 
around the district by the soldiers, 
who have orders to shoot everything 
at sight, even if it only bears & 
pink tinge. 

Summing up it may be said that 
provided we continue to have h stable 
provincial government—and the pro- 
viso is an important one—there is 
Jno reason why the bandit menace 
should not eventually be dealt with, 
Jand general conditions continue their 
Present encouraging improvement.

Eclipse of the Moon: Some Notable Weddings:
